As goon ag Mr. Mann's declination has baen
considered and acoepted by the City Exscative
Committee, which meets for that purpoas Lhis
afternoon, Mr. Hazlehurst will likewise with-
draw, and the field will be a glaar ons.

We sincerely coogratulate onr readsrs on
the happy termination to a division which
threatened to endapger the success of our
entire Lticket. The history of this division
is too well known to need repetition,
Mr. Mann, after holding the office for fifteen
years, succeeded in getting a majority of
the dslegates to the Convention pledged
to him, The oppousnta of the *‘ring,"’ foding
that they were being unjostly treated, and
that no fairness could be secured so long as
Mr. Mann was before the Convention, with-
drew previous to the nomination, and placed
in the fisld Mr. Isaac Hazlshurst. Conse-
quently two Rspublican nominees were bafore
the peopls, and ocertain defsat of both mast
follow.

No small amonnt of credit will belong to
each of these gentlemen for acting in this
manner. Mr. Mann, by whataver question-
able means he secured it, had the regular
nomination of the party. He went to great
expense to gecars it., Whatever may be the
grounds, and however potent the reasons for
a withdrawal, under such circumstances, all
must give him credit for proving himself not
an iograte to the party. He has removed
himself from being an obstacle, and feeling as
we do no personal opposition to him, we most
cheerfally accord him credit for his actions.

Of Mr. Hazlehurst's course throughont, ws
cannot speak too highly. Accepting in the
face of denunciation and threats, and nomi-
nated solely to aid reform, he deserves great
praise both for hia conrage and his devotion to
prinoiple. He has no personal ambition to
subserve. He stood only to purify and elevats
a oonrt of justice, and the moment that Mr.
Maunn expressed & willingness to withdraw he
assents cheerfully. By such a coarse he will
prove himself a publio-spirited citizen, and
add yet more to the general confilenve felt
In hiaintegrity.

Tar arrival of a cargo of emigrants, dsstined
for Utah, embraciog several hundred new con-
verts to the Mormon faith, a large proportion
of whom are women, has recently been an-
nounoced.

stronger and more deflantjthan ever. The emis-
#areis gent forth to distant lands undonbtedly
continue to work zsalously, sand being nsually
chosen with special reference to fitness for
their vocation, it is wot singular, despite the
monstrosities of their creed, that they succesd
in deluding a oconsiderable number of igno-
rant persons. Throwlng out of view their
pretended form of religion, which is only a
convenient cloak of ulterior deslgna, thay'be-
come in reslity emigraul agents promising to
the down-trodden victims of Eoropsan aivil.
ization, that they can find a sure relief from
the discomforts and oppressions of their
pative homes in & garden #pot In
the wilds of America, which s al-
leged 1o possess all the oharma of a terres-
trial paradise. When we consider how many

out such invitationa, it is not aspecially won- 9
derful that adroit agents, in proffering them
find persons who, in their desperation or igno
ranca, are willing to accept assistance and
guldance to a land of promise as a compensa
tion for whatever they may be oalled upon to
profess or practioa as followers of Mormonism
Instances are not rare, even in this coantry
where men possessed of soms wealth,
and of an averagse share of genseral
information bave besn duped by skilfal Mor
mon impostors, and it is a much easier task to
impose npon the benighted citizens of foraign

| vountries who have nuver heard of the organi-

zation presumptuoously and blasphemonsly
claiming to be Latter-Day Saints, except
throungh the false and flattering representa
tions of their acoreditedlagents. Oune of the
worst charges made against the Mormons i
that in the early days of their settlement at
HSalt Lake they induced persons to oross the
Plaius withont safficient facilities for this long
and toflsome journey, and that in these so-
called handeart migratigpns many perished by
the wayside from huoger, exhaustion, and
fatigue. No recent instanoces of similar snffur
ings bave been reported, and it is probable
that the emigrants now enticed to this conn
try are, as a rule, subjeoted to as few physical
inconveniences as poasibla.

The census returns of 1800 stated the whita
pepulation of Utah at that time to ba 40 244
of whom 12,754, or a little less than one-third
were of foreign birth. Of thess foreign emi-
grants, 1524 had come from Denmark, 7034
from England, 278 from Ireland, 647 from
British Amarioa, 150 from Norway, 1225 from
Scotland, 196 from Sweden, and Y45 from
Walee, Of the 27,490 American Mormons,
15,964 are reported to have besn born in the
Territories, and they wers evidently nearly
all children; for more than half the popula-
tion of Utah consisted of minors less than
twenty years of age. It is probable that at
least one-hslf of the adalt Mormons of
1560 were of foreiga birth, and that at
present a still larger proportion of Brig-

ham Youug’s subjscts are of foraign origin. |

mads in the United States, an abundance of
dupes are easily found in the United Kingdom,
aud the statistios of 1560 sustain this theory.
Simce thet period Eogland, Wales, and Soot-
land have continued to be favorite recruiting
grounds of Brigham Young's emissaries. The

constant introduction of this foreign element |

is one of the main causes of the perpetuation
of the power of the Mormon hierarchy. Citi-
zens born and bred on our soil instinctively
rovolt against every form of antignated opprea-
gion, and althongh they wmay for a time ba
restrained by old traditions and long-estab-
lished tyrannies, thay neéver fail in the
end to infuse into all the organizations
with which they are identiliad ths free
gpirit of repablican [nstitutions. DBrigham
Young may retain a portion of his present
ascendency daring his lifetime, but it is
gearely possible that he will be abls to trans-
mit similar powers to his successors or his
descendants. Many agencies are quistly bat
gurely at work to undermine his supsrstrao-
turg. A portion of the origiual Mormon
Church has already seceded under the leader-
ship of a son of the first Prophet, Joe Bmith,
There are elements of further discord and dis-

| sension ready to spring forth into vigorons

action at the first sign of the decay of Brig-
ham Young's influence or to assert rival clain 8
for domination as soon as his mortal caresr

closed. There is besides, now at Salt Lake, a
strong party of Gentiles ready to welcome and
protect any recusant from the Mormon faith,
and determined to maintain & steady war-
fare against its monopolizing tendencies
its monstrosities until they are
overthrown. The better sense and judgment
of the young native Mormons as they grow up
to manhood and womanhood, instinctively re-
volt against polygamy, and sooner or later
they will combine to overthrow it. The
division of the sexes in Utah in 18060 was as
follows: —Males, 20 178, females, 19,047, and

| {f & similar proportion is maintained, it will be

jmpossible to perpetnate polygamy by popular
copgent, for obvious reasons, especially if, as
is probable, o large male popunlation is at-
tracted to Utah by the development of her
mivivg interesta.

With all their vagaries and absurdities, the
Mormons have dipplayed a degree of industry
and ipgenuity in developing and beantifying
their territory, which deserves no little praise.

We do not blama work-
ingmen for geeking to obtain more wages, if
they think themeelves i1l paid. Any man has
the right to get all he can for his labor, eapa-
oially now when rents and the cost of living
are g0 very high.

Works had dope only this, there wonld have

been nothing partioularly reprebensible in
their  condnet, although the rick of
leaving the oity in darkness wonld have
caured great inconvenience and peouniary losa,
Yet this would not have besn near so unjusti
fiable as Lheir arbitrary conduct in endeavor-
ing to prevent other men from taking their
places, if ench persons wara willing to work
for the old wages. There can be no justifica-
tion for this, and no greater mistake counld be
committed than to suppose that the sym
pathies of our citizens are with the anthors of
such interference. Let each man make his
own bargaing, obtain all he can, bat let his
neighbor have the same privilege. Thia is
nothing more than common justice.
